During 1943 the total production 
in Alberta was 38,652,027 pounds of 
butter and 2.563.317 pounds of 
cheese.

He pointed out that whereas 
most of the independent operat 
ors, as public companies, submit 
annual financial statements to 
all of their shareholders, and file 
financial statements with the 
companies’ branches of either the 
Province of Alberta or the Do 
minion of Canada to make them 
available for public inspection, 
the NADP does not supply its 
members with statements, nor 
does it file financial statements 
with the registrar of companies. 
“Under the provisions of the Co 

operative Marketing Act it files 
financial statements with the sup- 
ervisgr of co-operatives of the 
Province of Alberta, but these 
statements are not available for 
public inspection, As a result it is 
difficult for the independent oper- 
ators to obtain reliable data as to 
the financial position and the oper- 
ating resulis of the NADP. How- 
ever, in June 1940 the NADP an- 
nounced that during the 12 years 
of its existence it had paid $468

reason to believe that for the year 
1942, this organization made final 
payments and additions to its re 
serves and issued participation 
certificates in an amount exceed 
ing $260,000.00.

dairy operators have tended to in 
crease. During the past year the 
so-called pool purchased 18 dairy 
plants from Burns and Co. Ltd 
paying for them approximately 
$600,000 in cash.
